ABORTION ADVOCATE 
GEORGE TILLER SHOT, 
KILLED IN CHURCH 


WICHITA, Kan. Dr. George Tiller, one of the nation’s 
few providers of late- term abortions despite decades 
of protests and attacks, was shot and killed Sunday 
in a church where he was serving as an usher. 

The gunman fled, but a 51-year-old suspect was 
detained some 170 miles away in suburban Kansas 
City three hours after the shooting, Wichita Deputy 
Police Chief Tom Stolz said. 

Although Stolz refused to release the man’s name, 
Johnson County sheriff’s spokesman Tom Erickson 
identified the detained man as Scott Roeder. He has 
not been charged in the slaying and was expected to 
be taken to Wichita for questioning. 

Police did not release a motive for the shooting. 


But the doctor’s violent death was the latest in a 
string of shootings and bombings over two decades 
directed against abortion clinics, doctors and staff 
Long a focus of national anti-abortion groups, 
including a summer-long protest in 1991, Tiller was 
shot in the foyer of Reformation Lutheran Church. 
Tiller’s attorney, Dan Monnat, said Tiller’s wife, 
Jeanne, was in the choir at the time. 

The slaying of the 67-year-old doctor is “an 
unspeakable tragedy,” his widow, four children and 
10 grandchildren said in statement. 

“This is particularly heart-wrenching because 
George was shot down in his house of worship, a 
place of peace.”

Bartender 
beating 
trial of cop 
to begin 

Chicago Tribune 

A Chicago police offi- 
cer accused of viciously 
beating a female bar- 
tender in February 
2007 is scheduled to go 
on trial Monday for the 
crime that was record- 
ed on surveillance 
video and provoked a 
firestorm of criticism for the department. 

The security video allegedly shows Anthony 
Abbate, a 12-year police veteran who was then 
off-duty pummeling the bartender inside a 
Northwest Side bar after she refused to serve 
him more drinks. 

The bartender, Karolina Obrycka, suffered 
injuries to her head, arms and ribs. 

The beating more than two years ago was 
aired widely on the Internet and cable news and 
ultimately contributed to the sudden retire- 
ment of then-Police Supt. Philip Cline and the 
overhaul of the agency that investigates allega- 
tions of wrongdoing by officers. 

Abbate, 40, is scheduled to go on trial on 15 
felony counts of aggravated battery in a public 
place, communication with a witness, intimi- 
dation, conspiracy and official misconduct. He 
faces up to five years in prison if he is convicted. 

The case essentially will come down to two 
separate issues— one, the alleged attack of 
Obrycka, now 26, and the other, an alleged 
attempt to cover up the beating. 

The biggest challenge facing Abbate’s lawyer 
would appear to be the video itself As music 
loudly blares in the background at Jesse’s Short 
Stop Inn, a man prosecutors have identified as 
Abbate throws Obrycka to the floor of the bar 
and then repeatedly punches and kicks her. At 
6-feet-i and 250 pounds, he towered over the 
115-pound woman. 

By contrast, proving the alleged coverup 
could be troublesome for prosecutors. Abbate 
is charged with enlisting a friend of his who 
worked at the bar— identified in court records 
as Patricia Chiriboga— to allegedly threaten the 
bar manager not to release the security video to 
investigators.

SPRINGFIELD Democrats in the Illinois House 
led the rejection Sunday night of a $4.5 billion 
plan to boost income taxes by 50 percent for 
the next two years, with a midnight deadline 
approaching to fund a new state budget. 

The House action came after Democrats 
decided in a closed-door meeting that they 
also didn’t have the votes for a higher, perma- 
nent tax plan passed by the Senate. 

The vote came as the clock on the 
Democrats’ one-party rule of the Statehouse 
moved closer to a midnight deadline to 
adjourn the spring legislative session. After 
midnight. Republicans gain a spot at the 
negotiating table. 

The House action set off anew a chaotic

atmosphere in Springfield among Democrats 
over competing tax plans and made it more 
likely that lawmakers would try to pass a 
hare-bones state budget that wouldn’t cover 
the entire fiscal year in order to get out of 
town by the adjournment deadline. 

Democrats in the House began preparing 
a budget that would fund state operations 
through at least January That would give law- 
makers time to see who had filed petitions to 
run against them for the February primary 
and determine if they could vote for a tax 
hike later with some political safety 

But the mood was gloomy immediately 
after the vote. 

“We ain’t going nowhere,” said Sen. Terry 
Link (D -Waukegan), predicting that even a 


hare-bones budget would have trouble pass- 
ing by the deadline. 

The roll call by the House came a day after 
Senate Democrats led passage of a measure 
that would raise personal income taxes by 
67 percent and broaden the state’s sales tax to 
include many services for the first time. 

Democratic Rep. John Fritchey of Chicago 
said he supports higher income taxes, but 
opposed the legislation. Fritchey called it 
only a short-term fix at a time when law- 
makers should address long-term inequities 
in school funding and higher property taxes 
throughout the state. 

“Whether it is this fall, whether it is next 
year, the piper is going to have to be paid,” 
Fritchey said.

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Fire spreads 
near UlC 

Fire officials were investigating the cause of a 
fire Sunday that engulfed four apartment build- 
ings and a garage near the University of Illinois 
at Chicago campus. 

About 150 firefighters were involved in bat- 
tling the extra-alarm blaze that began about 
3 p.m. on the 700 block of South Aberdeen 
Street and was under control just before 5 p.m., 
said Dep.

The fire erupted on the rear porch of a build- 
ing at 716 S. Aberdeen St. and spread to three 
other buildings and a garage. He said by the 
time firefighters arrived, “flames were already

The three-story brick apartment buildings, 
which were near the end of a dead end of South 
Aberdeen, housed about six apartments each. 
Officials said the residents of the buildings had 
evacuated themselves before firefighters could 
make it to the scene.

Chicago police are investigating the shooting 
of a customer by a security guard Sunday at a 
South Side grocery store. 

Police said a 46 -year-old man was shot 
about 10:05 a.m. in a parking lot outside of 
the Aldi at 6621 S. Cottage Grove Ave. 

The gunman, who was leaving the store 
carrying a bag of groceries he had already 
paid for, produced a handgun as he walked 


out and held it to the guard’s head “for no 
apparent reason,” Chicago Police Sgt. John 
Pellegrini said.

GM prepares for bankruptcy 
protection announcement 


DETROIT General Motors was mak- 
ing final preparations Sunday for its 
bankruptcy protection announcement after 
bondholders accepted a sweetened deal, 
smoothing the way for the company’s reor- 
ganization. 

A statement from a group of large, insti- 
tutional bondholders Sunday said 54 percent 
of GM bondholders agreed to exchange their 
unsecured bonds for a 10 percent stake in a 
newly restructured company, plus warrants 


to purchase a greater share later. Their accep- 
tance is seen as critical in moving the com- 
pany through bankruptcy quickly 

GM and the Treasury Department, which 
has been guiding the Detroit automaker 
toward a rescue plan that will give taxpayers 
more than a 70 percent stake in the company, 
were quiet on the bondholders’ decision. 

The Treasury Department must find that 
there is sufficient acceptance for the deal to 
move forward, and by lining up support in 


advance of a bankruptcy protection filing, 
GM is likely to find it easier to persuade a 
judge to apply terms of the sweetened offer 
to the rest of its unsecured debt. 

The company made a huge stride toward 
restructuring Friday when the United Auto 
Workers union agreed to a cost-cutting deal, 
and early Saturday, Germany’s finance minis- 
ter said apian was approved for Canadian auto 
parts maker Magna International to move 
ahead with a rescue of GM’s Opel unit.

Fire ends 
streak 

The Fire failed Sunday to become just the second team in 
MLS history to open the season without a loss in its first 
12 games, suffering a stunning 3-0 rout at the hands of FC 
Dallas at Toyota Park. 

“It was just one of those days,” said Fire coach Denis 
Hamlett. “Giving up that first goal made it hard to try and 
come back.” 

The Eastern Conference-leading Fire (5-1-6) would have 
joined the 1996 L.A. Galaxy with a win or a tie as the only 
teams to go unbeaten through a dozen matches. 

Dallas (2-6-3), cellar dwellars in the Western Conference, 
went ahead in the 15th minute, when forward Jeff 
Cunningham beat Fire midfielder Logan Pause to the ball 
and headed home a Dave van den Bergh corner kick. The 
lead grew to 2-0 in the 34th minute when defender C.J. 
Brown headed a van den Bergh free kick over his goalie, Jon 
Busch, and into the Fire net for an own goal. 

“It was just a simple header that I should have made out,” 
Brown said. “{Forward Brian McBride] came across me, and 
I thought actually he was going to win it, so I ended up pull- 
ing out of it, and it hit the top of my head and bounced in.” 

Dallas’ third goal came in the 80th minute, when striker 
Kenny Cooper put a 20 -yard free kick over Busch off the 
underside of the crossbar and into the net. The free kick was 
awarded when Fire defender Bakary Soumare was ejected in 
the 79th minute after receiving his second yellow card for 
pulling down Brek Shea on a breakaway 

The Fire played the match without midfielder 
Cuauhtemoc Blanco, who was in Mexico City for training 
with the Mexican National team prior to their upcoming 
World Cup qualifiers.

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Conan O’Brien starts his new job Monday but he plans to be the same, silly ^jackass’ 


Conan O’Brien ascends to the 
“Tonight Show” throne Monday, 
but don’t expect the gig to 
change him. 

He still plans to be silly 
“I feel like I’m going to 
have plenty of opportunities 
to make a jackass of myself in 
that hour,” he told reporters 
last week when talking about 
“The Tonight Show with Conan 
O’Brien,” which kicks off at 
10:35 p.m. on NBC, 

O’Brien, with his tall red hair 
and gangly build, has been play- 
ing the fool for 16 years as host of “Late Night” at 11:30 
p,m, — and I mean that in the most complimentary way 
He never fails to crack up his audiences, even when a 
joke bombs, 

“Even more than the joke, I love responding to how 
the audience responds to a joke, I like it when a joke 
doesn’t work,” he said, “I like it when a joke leads to me 
acting something out, I like it when things go off the 
rails a little bit. That’s just my sense of humor and my 
sensibility” 

The 46 -year-old honed that sensibility as a writer 
for shows such as “The Simpsons” and “Saturday Night 
Live” before taking over “Late Night” in 1993, He’s 
known for five years that he would replace “Tonight 
Show” host Jay Leno, who signed off Friday O’Brien 
was Leno’s final guest. 

Last week, O’Brien seemed to be calm, cool and eager 
to welcome his first guests, WiU Ferrell and Pearl Jam, 
with his old sidekick, Andy Richter, back as his 
announcer, 

“It’s a fun week,” he said “I always 


have a rule, which is don’t overthink this. It’s the 
‘Tonight Show’ and it’s a big responsibility, but man, it 
would be a shame not to enjoy it,” 

Despite sliding into Leno’s former chair, O’Brien still 
will follow his pal beginning in the fall when “The Jay 
Leno Show” kicks off at 9 p,m, weeknights, O’Brien has 
said time and again that he wasn’t, and isn’t, upset by 
NBC’s decision to give Leno a prime-time show 
“We’ve always personally gotten along really well. 

He’s been very kind to me about this whole transition,” 
he said last week, “Jay is staying with the network {and 
that] has made the transition particularly easy for both 
of us. He’s happy I’m happy” 

The new host isn’t planning any radical changes to 
the venerable talk show that has had just four other 
hosts since 1954— Steve Allen, Jack Paar, Johnny Carson 
and Leno, His specially built theater on the Universal 
Studios lot is “elegant” and honors the show’s tradi- 
tion, he said, adding that he wanted it to be a set fans 
could imagine any past host using. But, he added, his 
approach to comedy means the show will evolve into 
“Tonight Show with Conan O’Brien,” 

Whereas Leno liked jokes and was heavy on stand-up 
routines, O’Brien plans to showcase his love for pro- 
duced comedy such as sketches, filmed segments and 
man-on-the-street bits. He joked that because of the 
earlier time slot, his arsenal must be sharper, 

“For the first time in my career I’m performing for 
people that are fully awake,” he said he told his writers, 
“So we’re going to have to have a little more on the ball,” 
He’s not really worrying about whether his comedy will 
fly at 10:30 p,m. Many of his most famous sketches likely 
will make the move, he said, including Triumph the Insult 
Comic Dog, Noches de Passion With Conan O’Brien, 
^ar 2000 and Jim Gaffigan’s Pale Force cartoon. He 
even sees away to make a more risque skit work.

The heir with the hair, Conan O’Brien, paid tribute to 
outgoing ‘Tonight Show” host Jay Leno on Friday during 
Leno’s final night: “All I keep hearing ... is ‘big shoes to fill.

“I think people focus on the Masturbating Bear, 
and I say, ‘How about the Self-Pleasuring Bear?’ ” the 
comic said, 

O’Brien, who told The Associated Press that a 
test run for the show “didn’t blow up,” also seems 
unconcerned about the face-off with his friend, David 
Letterman, and CBS’ “Late Show” All he can do, he 
said, is be himself, be funny and hope for the best, 

‘At this point, to quote Popeye, ‘I am who I am,’ ” he 
said, “I could have a radical surgery on my cortex and 
try to come up with someone else to be, but this is it. 
My job is to apply that sensibility to this sort of vener- 
ated talk show legacy and see what happens,”
